Fifty Years of Baker and Son 
1923-1973 


He may have had only a dime in his pocket, but he had a 
dream in his heart. He may have had only a third grade edu- 
cation, but he had a master's degree in ambition and determi- 
nation. He may not have been polished nor articulate, but he 
could communicate with his fellow men with a seeming 
never-ending supply of homilies and apt expressions that 
would go straight to the point. Charles E. Baker was a man 
who could not be ignored. You either liked him or you didn't. 
There was no half way. But whether you did or you didn't, 
you had to respect him. 


The Baker name has been an integral part of the Hen- 
dricks County business community for more than fifty years. 
Horace Greeley's advice, “Go West, young man!” meant no- 
thing to Charles E. Baker, a farm boy in Crawford County, 
Illinois, for in April, 1906, when he was twenty-six years old, 
he came east to Danville, Indiana. Coming, as he did, from a 
family of seven children, he had been on his own from an ear- 
ly age. He had, however, been able to accumulate enough 
(with borrowing the rest) to buy a pair of ponies, a black wa- 
gon, and a contract with the W. T. Rawleigh Co. of Freeport, 
Illinois and Memphis, Tennessee...a company that produced 
remedies, flavoring extracts, ground spices and stock food, 
among other things. | 


He realized full well that he would have to economize in 
every possible way, yet his ponies had to be cared for, for they 
would keep him in business. Danville, in 1906, was filled to 
capacity with Central Normal College students. So he rented 
a barn, still standing on South Indiana Street, most recently 
known as the Setty property. There the ponies would be fed 
and warm from the wintry blasts, but where would he sleep? 
With his rough and ready nature, it was no problem at all... 
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he would sleep in the hay loft... and that he did. 

Developing his route presented more problems than he 
had anticipated. He realized his inadequacy in telling the 
story of the Rawleigh products, so he very laboriously mem- 
orized the labels on all the products, so he could present them 
to their best advantage. Soon he was able to reel off to pro- 
spective customers the merits of each spice, each herb, each 
patent medicine, even to the point of convincing some custo- 
mers (so the story goes) that Rawleigh Liniment would 
“cure up a crack in a log”! 


Those of us who knew Charlie Baker later in life have 
difficulty picturing him as he described himself to me on his 
first day out. He drove up to the first farm home, but he 
couldn't make himself pull in. He looked long and hard, his 
hands shook and perspiration dripped from his forehead, so 
he finally drove on. The same procedure took place at the 
next house, and the next, and the next, until a half day had 
passed and he hadn't made a call. Finally, I suppose, he pulled 
himself together and realized that his beloved ponies' room 
and board, and his own very next meal depended upon his 
making a sale of some sort, so at the next house he turned in. 
I don't remember how successful his first call was, but he 
told me it was always easier after that. 


Stories differ as to his sales approach. Mrs. Beulah Bowen 
told me that her mother, the late Mrs. Mollie Jenkins, used 
to talk about his regular visits. "He would come into the 
house, open his black bag and proceed to rattle off his mem- 
orized spiel. And there was no point in trying to interrupt 
him until he had finished!” she said. The Jenkinses had three 
daughters and he always took time to doctor their dolls. Oc- 
casionally he would leave some medicine for them. 


- A former customer, Mrs. Inez Pierson, wrote from her 
home in Florida *I well remember the Rawleigh Man! He 
would come into the house, open up that big black bag and 
say, ‘There it is! Then he would proceed to talk about every 
thing else. We would pick out what we wanted, and ONE 
MAIN THING was the medicated ointment and the white 
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liniment. He was sure a good salesman and a jolly good fel- 
low! We are still using the medicated ointment and never 
without it, for it is the BEST !" 


Whatever his tactic, it was generally agreed that he was. 
quite a salesman. As the late Lowell (Bill) Kirtley used to 
say, "He could sell you a barn without any sides!” 


Children looked forward to his visits, for whether he 
made a sale or not, he had a stick of gum for each child... 
a rare treat in those days. So, since he kept pretty much on 
schedule, he was never surprised to see youngsters swinging 
on a gate or sitting on a fence post looking down the road for 
him. 


During his travels, his fame as a square dance caller spread, 
so when The Rawleigh Man was due to arrive, it called for a 
gathering some where in the neighborhood for a square 
dance. 


His eating and sleeping habits had to be very flexible dur- 
ing this time. He actually was at the mercy of the good people 
upon whom he called. He soon learned, however, with painful 
trial and error, where the best cooks lived and where the 
cleanest beds were located, and he timed his calls carefully. 
His route grew and he prospered, so much so, in fact, that in 
1908 he returned to Lawrence County, Illinois, and married 
Miss Shirley Rebecca Rodrick and brought her back to Dan- 
ville. 


With matrimony, and perhaps a family in mind, he had 
purchased a fifteen acre tract of land just at the north edge 
of Danville. Here his three children were born. He continued 
his route thirteen years, and when his first and only son was 
born, he named him "Rawleigh" in tribute to the man and to 
the company that gave him an opportunity to make good. 


The coming of the automobile age made him quickly realize 
that the future of the horse and wagon Rawleigh Man was li- 
mited, so with his acute sense of timing, he looked around for 
something with a future. "Funeral business," he told him- 
self, “is something that will always be needed." Undaunted 
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with his scanty education, he enrolled in The Askin College 
of Embalming, in Indianapolis, and, with the help of his 
faithful wife, who burned the midnight oil by his side, night 
after night, he graduated in 1920. 


At that time, competition in the funeral business was stiff 
and openings were few in Danville, so he sold his property 
and formed a partnership with H. M. Gentry in Jamestown, 
Indiana, in the furniture and undertaking business. 


After a very few years, however, he looked back and he rea- 
lized that Danville had been good to him... it had given him 
his start. So, in 1923, he packed up his family and returned. 
He bought the “Aunt Sallie” Johnson property at 387 East 
Broadway. He stood in front of his property with his twelve 
year old son and said, “Rawleigh, this is the Baker and Son 
Funeral Home. Here is a vacant lot east of it. Some day we 
will have the finest funeral home in Hendricks County." 


Young Rawleigh was less than impressed with the impor- 
tance of the occasion, but the words have rung in his ears 
since. Neither was he too enthused when told that the official 
name of the funeral home was “Baker and Son Funeral 
Home.” “Baker and Son" it was from the start in 1923 and 
*Baker and Son" it is today, not only in name, but in reality. 
For Charles E. Baker, happily, lived to see not only his son, 
but a grandson and namesake Charles William "Bill" Baker 
follow in his footsteps, and a younger grandson Bruce Baker 
well on his way. Little did any of us realize until many years 
later how much that “and Son" meant to him. 


Building a funeral business from scratch is a long and 
uphill process, and in the meantime, a family had to be pro- 
vided for. So, in 1924, he purchased a business dealing in 
used furniture and stoves, and he opened his doors on the 
west side of the square in a small room. Needing more space, 
he moved, in 1926, to the room at the southeast corner of the 
square now occupied by Stationers of Danville. Again, in 
1928, he needed to expand, so he rented the building where 
Danners Store now stands. Here he added new furniture to 
his stock and at the same time he managed the hotel above 
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his store besides owning and operating The Baker Hotel on 
the southeast corner of the square. When the depression of 
1930 struck, he changed to a hardware and variety store, deal- 
ing in items of necessity, for propio then were buying only 
what they needed. 


From the very start, the “and Son” part of the establish- 
ment knew he was to be at the store early in the morning to 
sweep out, that he was to report right after school, and that 
he was to work all day Saturdays until the store closed at 
about 10:00 o'clock at night. Rawleigh ruefully admits that 
he wasn't all that work brittle, but that was before the day of 
rebellion or of "children's rights”, and it never occurred to 
him to argue. 


Mr. Baker once hired two of Rawleigh's friends, Jimmie 
"Wilson and Dude Hadley. More than being good friends, the 
three boys had one other thing in common: none wanted to 
risk ruining his health by overwork. I don't know how long 
this arrangement lasted, but I would guess not too long, for 
this experience brought about Charlie Baker's classic state- 
ment, “One boy’s a boy ... two boys a half a boy... and three 
boys is no boy at all!" To the three boys' credit, however, let 
it go on record, that they all did all right for themselves, re- 
gardless of Charlie Baker's low regard for them when they 
were very young. 


In 1933, Rawleigh graduated from The Indiana College 
of Mortuary Science and came back to join his father in both 
businesses. The funeral business, however, had not exactly 
grown by leaps and bounds; in fact, calls were pretty few and 
far between. There was at this time, however, a local under- 
taker, Charles F. McClelland, who was wanting to slow down 
some, and who was looking for help. Rawleigh was a natural 
for him, so when Mr. McClelland had funeral business, Raw- 
leigh did most of his work. With this arrangement, Mr. Mc- 
Clelland had the help he wanted and Rawleigh got the ex- 
perience he badly needed but wasn't getting in the Baker 
business. A great friendship and mutual respect developed 
between the old gentleman and the young man which lasted 
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until Mr. McClelland’s death. An interesting side to this re- 
lationship was the fact that after I came into the family, I 
always knew, without being told, when Rawleigh had been 
helping Mr. McClelland, for when he came home, he reeked 
of cigar smoke! You see, Mr. McClelland had a cigar store 
up town, he smoked cigars himself, and he insisted upon 
presenting Rawleigh with two or three big fat cigars which 
Rawleigh either enjoyed smoking or felt compelled to... 
I never asked him which! 


Finally things began to pick up for the Bakers. People 
were recovering from the depression and were spending more 
money. The funeral business finally started to grow, and I 
imagine, that probably for the first time in his life, Charlie 
Baker began to think of relaxing a bit, feeling confident that 
the future of the business he had worked so hard to establish 
would be secure in the hands of his son. Then came the 
devastating fire in 1935 which practically wiped out the re- 
tail business. 


I have never kown a Baker to waste time feeling sorry 
for himself, so, characteristically, father and son acted quick- 
ly, picked up the pieces, salvaged what they could, bought 
the building on the southeast corner of the square from Joe 
Hess where the hardware store still stands. They went in 
debt again, buckled down and prepared to start all over. The 
building needed extensive and expensive remodeling (more 
debt), a new heating system (more debt) and, with new young 
blood in the organization, modernization in many different 
ways (more debt). It was at this time that Rawleigh and I 
were, shall I say, romancing. I can truthfully say that during 
those hectic months I never heard one word of complaint. He 
always seemed to be optimistic, sort of glorying in each new 
challenge, and sure of the future. He had a quiet, unobtrusive 
confidence which must have been contagious, for everyone 
seemed to believe in him. 


Through all this feverish activity business was booming, 
and the need for more storage space led to the decision to ex- 
cavate under the full length of the building. (Need I say more 
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debt?) When this project was well underway, the old build- 
ing gave notice in no uncertain terms that it was in danger of 
collapse. This called for restructuring of, not only the build- 
ing, but, again, of the finances! And, here again, I must pay 
tribute to the Baker dogged determination . . . they didn't 
even flinch! 


And, wouldn't you know, this was the time my foolish 
heart dictated that I was to join forces with this remarkable 
family! Yet, I never once doubted... and, I truthfully say, 
I never once regretted. 


In time things levelled out, debts were finally paid, and 
eventually BAKER and SON HARDWARE became the on- 
ly hardware store in town. So, again, sensing the change, they 
decided that, since there were other appliance dealers, they 
would give up large appliances and concentrate on hardware 
and small appliances. And thus it remains today. 


The idea of funeral homes was beginning to catch on; 
gradually people were beginning to realize the advantages of 
this new concept, so, in 1938, the first funeral chapel in Hen- 
dricks County was built on the vacant lot. Again, in 1952, 
extensive remodeling was completed, so Charlie Baker saw 
his dream of *the finest funeral home in Hendricks County" 
come true. At least, that is what he thought, and character- 
istically he didn't hesitate to say so, and many people agreed 
with him. 


In 1943, Rawleigh Baker purchased the Hardware Store 
from his father; in 1946, he established the Danville Radio 
and Record Shop; and in 1949, he bought the funeral busi- 
ness. Today he remains the sole owner of the three busines- 
ses. Although the deals between father and son were the same 
as those between any two individuals (with father making no 
concessions to son) in his heart, Charlie Baker never relin- 
Juished ownership. It was his, and it would always be, and I 
think most of us can understand why. 


That Charles E. Baker established the first Danville Band 
is a fact not too many people know. During their years in 
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Jamestown, they were exposed to a “cracker jack band" 
which Rawleigh joined as a saxophone player. But when they 
returned to Danville, there was no band and no one interested 
in one. So Mr. Baker went to a music store on West Washing- 
ton Street in Indianapolis and propositioned a Mr. Gatto to 
come out and give lessons. Mr. Gatto, however, explained 
that he could not afford to come out for one lesson, but if 
enough pupils could be recruited to make it worth his while, 
he would be interested. So Mr. Baker immediately started to 
“beat the drums" for boys and girls interested in a band, and 
soon Mr. Gatto was busy selling instruments, giving lessons 
and organizing a band. They practiced in the vacant lot (that 
lot was put to many uses), and they traveled to the Charles 
Mackey farm south of Danville to practice marching. Many 
can recall the hazards and the difficulties of trying to watch 
their music and their direction, trying to stay in step and in 
line, and at the same time, trying to avoid stepping in the 
holes that were all too numerous in the pasture! But the band 
flourished and soon they were in demand to play for many 
occasions. Mr. Baker saw to it that they were well paid for 
these efforts, and the money was put in a fund to buy the 
larger and more expensive instruments. Later, Mr. Lester 
Denny, a well-known band director, worked with them, and 
the band was a huge success. In 1932, when the school hired 
a band director, Mr. Baker handed over to the school all the 
instruments they had bought as well as a group of experienc- 
ed and well trained youngsters. During this time, if a boy or 
girl wanted an instrument but could not afford to pay for it, 
Charlie saw to it that he got it... not as a gift, but to be 
paid for a little at a time. “And,” he often said, “I didn't lose 
a dime." 


The difficulties encountered years ago in the funeral 
work are hard for young people to imagine today. Rawleigh 
remembers many a night call, which he has often described. 
*Mother and I would pack our equipment, drive to the home 
and spend three or four hours working without benefit of 
electricity or air conditioning. Mother would stand for hours 
holding a coal oil lamp so I could see. Then we would re- 
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pack our equipment, come home, and, with little or no sleep, 
go back the next day to finish. Visitations were always in 
the home and the funeral service was either in the home or a 
church. People who like "the good old days" definitely are 
not funeral directors!” 


The relationship between Rawleigh and his mother was 
a beautiful one, and I have always been happy that I married 
a man who very frankly loved, admired and appreciated his 
mother. He has often said that, without her, neither he nor 
his father could have accomplished what they did. She was 
always ready to help in any way she could. She kept not only 
the funeral home, but the premises as well, spotless, scorning 
help. She loved to work out of doors and spent many hours 
in the yard. It was not at all unusual for the neighbors to see 
her sweeping the street in front of the funeral home. She 
loved the fall of the year and would rake the yard several 
times a day. Often, shortly before a funeral, she was known 
to slip out the back door and chase down a few errant leaves 
that had the audacity to flutter down since the last raking! 
She was a warm woman completely devoted to her family 
and their endeavors, and I am sure she knew how much she 
was appreciated. A devotion such as that which existed be- 
tween Rawleigh and his mother did not have to be put into 
words. 


The success of a business depends to a very great degree 
upon those people who work for it. During the fifty years, 
many have come and many have gone, but, on the other hand, 
many have come and stayed. It is a tribute not only to the 
employers, but to the employees as well, that such friendly 
feeling exists among them. I have thought that we all seem 
more like a family than a business firm. It would be impossi- 
ble to mention all our faithful employees, but a few must be 
recognized because of their long years of service. Dorothy 
Draper Simm came to work as bookkeeper in 1940 and re- 
mained until 1952. Even yet, when we receive a card or note 
from her, I envy her her beautiful handwriting. We cannot 
forget the years that her late mother, Mrs. Bessie Draper, 
helped us. Cleo (Zeke) and Ruby Dean came in 1938. Zeke 
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worked at the hardware store and helped with the ambulance 
and funeral work. Zeke and Ruby had beautiful voices which 
blended perfectly, and they were much in demand to sing at 
funerals. When he died, in 1969, he had an extension from our 
phone in his home so they could do answering service for us 
when we had to be away. 


Gladys Riggan has always been as near family as you 
can get. After her husband's death in 1960, she came to work 
at the hardware store and stayed until her health gave out. 
Lester Worrell, who still manages the hardware store, came 
to us in 1954. If he and "Wig" treat us like family, they have 
a right to for Les and I are “kissin’ cousins" since my grand- 
mother was a Worrell. | 


Albert Money set up a radio shop in the back room of the 
hardware store in 1938 and worked there until 1941. After 
four years in service, he took charge of The Danville Radio 
and Record Shop, in 1946, and he has reigned supreme there 
ever since. Marjorie Wills has been the “Record Queen” 
there since 1947. She has been on a first name basis with 
practically every high schooler through all those years. She 
mothers them, scolds them, but she speaks their language, 
and her young friends are countless. 


Gary Flynn joined us in 1963. Always ready at a moment's 
notice to make an emergency run or to help with funeral 
work, he is an excellent driver, he is strong, faithful, and, 
when we can get him to dress up, he is a most handsome 
young man. His shoes would be hard to fill, not only because 
of their size, but because of their dependability! 


Among our present employees, Lee Hebble became our 
bookkeeper in 1968, and we hope we can keep our bookkeep- 
er forever, for she is worth her weight in gold! Doug Leach 
was employed when he graduated from high school in 1972, 
but he and Bruce are disproving Grandpa Baker's definition 
of “two boys". Two boys they may be, and they do have their 
fun when opportunity affords, but when there is work to be 
done, they do it with youthful zest and enthusiasm, and they 
do it well. Every organization needs youth, and these two 
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young men are appreciated not only by their employer, but 
by the customers as well. | 


When we built our chapel in 1938, we purchased a large 
Hammond Electric Organ. Mrs. Hallie Miles, for years a well 
known organist and piano teacher, took over the console. 
When she had to give it up because of ill health, Mrs. Ned 
Herrington stepped in. Hazel was a natural born musician. 
She could play, accompany, transpose, if necessary, and, at 
the same time carry on a lively conversation with anyone who 
stopped to chat. After many faithful years (she would even 
forego a beloved bridge game to play for us) as her health 
began to fail, we wondered, at times, what we would do with- 
out her. But, through the years we learned that no on is 
indespensible. Some one is always there ready to step in and 
carry on. So when Hazel had to quit, Mrs. John Mowery and 
Mrs. Clint Myers, two lovely, talented organists, were happy 
to share their gift of music with us, thus making the burden 
a little lighter for many, many saddened people. 


Funeral business is most confining, but there are times 
when we need to get away. When we do, Fern Miles pinch 
hits for us, answering the phone and greeting people at the 
door with her cheery smile and her pleasant manner, and in 
so doing making life easier for us. | 


Maintaining a funeral home entails much hard work, and 
when Rawleigh's mother had to lay down her burdens, Ger- 
aldine Beason came to our rescue. She sweeps, dusts, polishes, 
racks chairs, and does anything that needs to be done. She 
can handle the phone, she can dispatch our ambulances by 
short wave radio, and she even reminds me to do many things 
I have a tendency to forget ... for example, getting my dri- 
ver's license before my old one has expired several months! 
She has watched Bruce grow to manhood, she has taken us 
through two weddings, four deaths in the family, and she has 
helped me “sweat out" the arrival of five grandchildren. How 
much more can one person do? She has been with us since 
1954, but it seems more like forever. 

Weare grateful to all these wonderful people (and many 
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others) for the vital roles they have played in the history of 
Baker and Son, for without them, this anniversary would 
never have been possible. We treasure their friendship and 
we appreciate their loyalty. 


Fifty years is a long time... yet it is only a grain in the 
sands of time. But these have been important years to us. We 
realize that what small contribution we may have made to 
this community will never bring us fame or fortune. But we 
recorded them as we remembered them, for we want our chil- 
dren and our children's children to know that, regardless of 
how much the world changes, there will never be a substitute 
for hard work, determination, ambition, and faith in the fu- 
ture. These things made Baker and Son possible. May the 
spirit of Baker and Son carry on through many generations.

Notes of the Baker Genealogy 

The Baker genealogy was written by Martha Baker 1858-1960. She lived to be 
102 years old. Martha was the daughter of Joseph Baker and Eliza Ming. 
There were few dates but the history started with Abram and his sister Mary 

L. Baker. Abram married Nancy Walden and Mary L. Baker married William 
Soule. Mary Baker's death certificate listed Nancy Walden & Abram Baker as 
parents. Nancy Waldens marriage record lists her father as Aaron Walden. 


Eliza Ming had two little sisters. One day they were in the woods gathering 
berries, and a woman lured them to her house and fed them poisoned food. She 
knew her son was in the woods to murder a man and was afraid they may have 
seen it. This is a well known story in Terre Haute, Indiana and has been 

told on T.V. in a mystery series. 


Spouses and children of several generations were listed in Martha Baker's 
book, including William and Lucy Jane Davis and their children. John D. 
Baker's death certificate named them as parents. 


Baker's came from Woodford County, Kentucky, records show by 1832, but Abram 
must have come to Terre Haute, for a short time and returned to Kentucky, as 

he had mail at the Post Office in 1823. There was also mail for Samual and 

Jacob Baker. Abram may have been related to Samuel Baker and family listed 

in the Indiana census in 1820. Abram was not in the Indiana census in 1830, 

and the first five births of his children were in Kentucky. Some records 

vary as to Abrams birth place of Kentucky or Tennessee but Kentucky is 

probably correct. 


Vigo County was formed in 1818 and was Indian lands. Prior to 1818, deeds 
were recorded at Vincennes, Indiana. Many early Vigo County deeds are 
damaged, destroyed, hard to read or not indexed. The county has many other 
records. By 1835, there are records and books published naming the Bakers, 
Davis', Thirlwells and Waldens. There are 109 cemeteries in the county, of 

which 6 more should be checked where Davis and Bakers are known to be buried. 


The Bakers were farmers and blacksmiths and it is said they were all drinkers 
and died of alcohol, liver or kidney related ailments. 

Abram Jr. died of hypertrophy of the liver, in Terre Haute. 

John D. Baker died of absess of the liver. 

Abram's daughter, Julia E. died of cardiac athsma in Lost Creek. 

William's daughter Julia died of typhoid. 

Levica had an eye removed about 1902, had kidney trouble and died of cancer. 
George's death certificate says "supposed to be" and every thing listed as 
"unknown". The body must have been beyond recognition. There may be a 
newspaper article on his death. He was a railroader. 

Judith lived in Otter Creek 


October 1833 Mail stages are now running three times a week from 
Indianapolis to Cincinnati. It takes 38 hours from Terre Haute, IN. to 
Cincinnati, OH. 

Eastern mail arrives on Monday at 6:PM and departs on Thursday at 6:AM. 
Southern mail arrives on Wednesday at 6:PM and departs on Sunday at 6:AM 
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Northern mail arrives on Saturday at 6:PM and departs Thursday at 6:AM. 
In 1870, there was one black woman in the town. 


Nancy Walden's 2nd husband was James Medley, they married February 24, 1846, 
at the 1st Baptist Church. She then petitioned the court to return her 

dower, land she was then living on. Land Abram bought from Widow Nancy 
Walden in 1841...she lost the case. 


Samual, Joseph, Richard and William went with John and Josephine to lola, 
Kansas. All were blacksmiths. Richard didn't like it and went back to 
Indiana. 

Samual and William stayed in lola. Richard went to West Plains, Missouri 
with John and Jo and stayed there.

Jo did not like the west and because she had two Thirlwell cousins now living 
in Columbus, that may be why they settled there. John went ahead and Jo 
followed with the wagon. Jo said they were taken for gypsies and people 
would run in their homes. Chickens tied to the side of the wagon, barefoot 
children running along side, it was no wonder they were taken for gypsies. 

It was probably the summer of 1898. To add to the hardships of a trip like 
that, Jo's apendics ruptured. In those days it could be fatal. The children 
tried to ask for water or help for their mother but people would tell them to 
go away. 

Another version was that after John went east Jo did not hear from him and 
sold the land, loaded the wagon and came east. It was said the dust storms 
of Kansas drove them to Missouri. 

In Ohio, John opened a blacksmith and wagon shop, and later expanded his 
business to two other shops, including a grocery store. One was located on 
Russell Street and the other on 2nd Avenue, in a section then called Milo, 
now a part of Columbus. 


A favorite snack at Grandma Baker's was coffee spooned on bread and covered 
with sugar. So many memories, the pot bellied stove, the chicken brooder, 
and watching the chicks hatch and grow large enough to be put outside, being 
allowed to heat the irons on the top of the pot bellied stove and iron with 
them. 

The iron would be too hot and usually scorch the item then it would be too 
cool and have to be replaced with the hot one. Grandma's dust caps, using a 
'bed chamber' at night, the 'out house' in the daytime, pumping water at the 
sink and heating it for baths taken in a large wash tub put in the living 

room, curling irons or Grandma curling your hair around her finger for long 
curls and sitting on the front ‘stoop’. 


The house on S. Hayden Avenue is best remembered. It was the last house on 
the left at the end of the street next to the embankment and the railroad 
tracks. It was three rooms ... large living room with a day bed, a large 
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round table, at least three of the chairs, a tall wood piece of furniture 

with a mirror and drawers & cupboards below, a pot bellied stove, grandma's 
rocking chair, and the chicken brooder on a cabinet. The bedroom had two 
single beds where Scott & Herb slept and boxes stacked on one wall with 
every thing grandma saved. The bed chamber was kept there most of the time. 
The long narrow kitchen had a window box for ice to keep things cool, a stove 
with long legs, a sink with a water pump, a chair and a high metal cupboard 
with a coffee grinder on the side. There was a roofed back porch with doors 
in the floor to a dirt cellar and in the yard the out house, a rabbit pen on 

stilts, a chicken coop and chickens running around. They had Tom the cat, 
and two dogs. The house had electricy but some neighbors still had gas 
lights. Grandma often used an oil lanturn to go outside at night and other 
uses. A small radio was in the living room and she loved to listen to the 

news as well as the Saturday Night Barn Dance and other Country Radio 
broadcasts. | remember one song heard often, "The Church in the Valley ...". 


When Nina Baker was born she was so tiny and always had her mouth open like a 
little bird, so she was named Nina Bird. It was said Nina was a family name 
but no record has been found of that name and maybe Bird was the family name. 


Grandma Baker loved to tell about Sam's parrot. It's favorite expression 
was, "Sam, pick up that darning needle, Polly wants a cracker." 
She called her parents Mama and Papa and her husband Mr. Baker 


Jo and John divorced and John went back to Terre Haute, where he remarried 
September 30, 1912, but died soon after. His wife, Anna M. DeBaun was 
investigated for murder because of his sudden death but was cleared of any 
wrong doing. John, Jo and unmarried children are all buried in the family 

plot at Woodlawn Cemetery in Terre Haute, Indiana. Myrtle died in West 
Plains, MO., but her body was brought back August 16, 1906 and she is now at 
the family plot. 


We still use Jo's expression, "Redd the table". 


John Baker always said paragoric helps so much on the outside it should do as 
well on the inside. 


Something strange would happen and Jo would say she had a 'token', and within 
a few days she would recieve a wire or letter of a death that happened at 

the time of her token. Her daughter, Laura J. Baker had it and great great 
granddaughter, Paula may also. 


Laura J. Baker married Lee Carrier, an older man with children that she loved 
as much as those she had with Lee. His son Doug went in the Army in WWI. 
One morning when they were all sitting at the breakfast table the curved 
glass front of the china cabinet cracked in a zigzag line, sounding like a 

gun shot. Laura started screaming, "Doug"s dead", she cried all day. Their 
street was blocked off for repairs and traffic could not get through, but the 
kids remember a cab driver brought the wire that night confirming that Doug 
had been shot and killed. It was said she never got over Doug's death and 
she died soon after and the unborn twins with her. 


When Laura Baker Carrier's son Charles died | went to the funeral service 
and couldn't take my eyes off one grandson. He looked so much like a 
degueratype | have of a D'Camp. | took a bag of family degueratypes to the 
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funeral and he pulled out the one of gggggrandfathers brother that he looked 
like and was shocked at the likeness. Paula knows the feeling as she is the 
image of a picture of Edith Baker and says she feels like someone dressed her 
up and took her picture and she doesn't remember it. 


Paula put a copy of the story of the tokens in Missy's bible to take back to 

NY with her. She was going to type the story and make copies for her 

siblings and get the bible to Missy. She put the bible in the bookcase and 
forgot about it. Weeks later her husband Alex noticed the book and asked 
where it came from. Since she was doing dishes she asked him to remove the 
paper from the bible and lay it on the table so she would remember to type 

it. As she turned back to the sink, sparks flew and she heard a crash as the 
lamp hanging over the table fell on the paper. She noted the time and wrote 
me about it but all | could tell her was that she would probably have heard 
something before she would recieve my letter. 

She had...the news came that her aunt Patty had died in Washington state.They 
took the lamp to a repair shop but nothing was wrong with it and the hook was 
still intact in the ceiling. 


Herbert married late in life. Reah lived across the street, married and had 

a little girl. Reah would lay on the top of Herb's car while he washed it, 

wearing slacks. Slacks were not popular, at that time, not was Rhea. 

Grandma called her a "Hussy. Reah soon divorced her husband and married Herb 
and they moved to L.A., California and both died there.

EXCERPTS FROM 
RICH FAMILY HISTORY 


WRITTEN BY 
JOSEPH J. RICH 


I have heard the story of an earlier Rich who was born in Ireland 
and stowed away in a ship when only fourteen years old, coming to 
America, and taking the name "Rich" because he hoped to become rich, 
as did all the immigrants. Don't know whether this is true. 


My great grandfather George Rich came to Indiana in 1811 from 
North Carolina and settled in a town called Whitewater, near the 
Indiana and Ohio line about the center of the state, nine miles north 
of Richmond, Indiana. He was born in North Carolina Sept. 26, 1793. 
I don't know his father's name. The family came together from North 
Carolina to Whitewater. 


Shortly after they came to Whitewater, an Indian stole my great 
grandfather's horse, so he followed it to Lawrence County, Indiana. 
There, in some way, a girl helped him find the horse in a barn there. 
She was Sabra Hawkins. After recovering the horse and taking it back 
to Whitewater, he returned to Lawrence County and married Sabra 
Hawkins. She was born Oct. 12, 1799. 


They lived in Lawrence County until 1850, raising a family of 
four sons: 
Abraham born 1821 
Joseph born Nov. 20, 1822 
Jackson born Nov. 26, 1824 
Gabriel born June 20, 1827 


Jackson was my grandfather, named for Andrew Jackson at the time 
he first ran for president and lost. 


Grandfather Jackson Rich married Sarah A. Henderson on April 13, 
1843 at her father's home in Lawrence Co. Her father was a minister 
and performed the ceremony. The Hendersons were the type of people 
sometimes referred to as "hill billies". That is, they were musical, 
played that type of music. They also moved a lot and in the 1940’s 
when I was visiting in California, there were enough of them there to 
have a reunion. I also understood that the Hendersons first came from 
Virginia and first settled at Henderson, Ky. I assume that is how the 
town got its name. 


Their first three children were born in Lawrence County, then 
they moved to Sullivan County in 1850, grandfather Jackson buying 
about 300 acres of land from the government. This land had been set 
aside for sale to help pay for canals and improvements on the Wabash 
River. I think some of it was also referred to as school land. The 
price he paid was $2.50 an acre. 


When they moved to Sullivan County, great grandfather George and 
great grandmother Sabra also moved with them. Also their son Abraham 
and his wife, and a Hawkins brother-in-law made the move to Sullivan 
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County. I don't know anything about the other two sons of George and 
Sabra. Perhaps they stayed in Lawrence County. 


Great grandfather George Rich died Aug. 7, 1850. Great grand- 
mother Sabra married again after George died. Abraham’s wife also 
remarried when he died, a man named Reed, and she left Sullivan County 
for Missouri with him and her son Jackson. He was called little Jack 
Rich because he was very short. That family later went into Kansas, 
then Oklahoma. 


The land that grandfather Jackson bought in Sullivan County had 
never been tilled and was in timber and prairie. The prairie was know 
as Palmer's Prairie. I have heard him tell how he broke the sod with 
six yokes of oxen and that the grass on the prairie was as high as a 
man's head. I have seen the nets that he used to trap quail, like 
fishermen use to catch fish, putting them in the tall grass on little 
paths the quail made as they ran through it. And of course, the 
timber had to be cut down and burned. The land was rich and he became 
one of the most well-to-do farmers in that area. He had many stacks 
Of hay which he sold at a great price during the Civil War. He used 
that money to buy more land and also loaned some to others to buy 
land. When some could not pay back the loans, he bought their land 
from them. He said he never took his farm from any man, but bought it 
from him when he could not pay. 


His first house was a log cabin, but he later built a two story 
brick house. It was near the Palmer’s Prairie church (Church of 
Christ) and cemetery. 


George, Sabra, and Abraham, who died Aug. 1, 1851, are all buried 
in the Palmer's Prairie cemetery, as well as grandfather Jackson, 
grandmother Sarah, and many more of the Rich family who were born in 
Sullivan County. 


The children of grandfather Jackson and grandmother Sarah Rich: 


Joseph Hickmon Rich born May 8, 1844 


Sarah Jane Rich Marlow born Oct. 4, 1845 
George Rich born Nov. 12, 1849

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Loretta (Retta) Rich Botts born June 20, 1868 


I might mention here that my grandfather Jackson Rich cast his 
first presidential vote for James K. Polk. (The war with Mexico 
followed soon after.) During the Lincoln-Douglas campaign, my 
grandfather took part, speaking for Steven A. Douglas, and naming my 
father for him. 


Grandmother Sarah Rich died April 21, 1888, then grandfather 
Jackson Rich married Jane Brewer, Sept. 10, 1889. 


I can remember only one thing about grandfather living in the old 
homestead.  Grandfather had a sword for protection, which he kept 
under the bed. When I crawled under the bed, I saw the sword, and 
became very excited about it. It was then my mother let me know that 
I should not be crawling under beds, in no uncertain terms. 


The home that grandfather built after the war was brick. 


My Uncle Vill Rich died Jan. 17, 1882 before I was born, but I 
heard the many tales of that neighborhood about his courage and 
ability to handle wild horses and tame them. Also, he was good at 
times when a cool head was need to meet some situation. Many older 
timers told me they would never think of breaking a wild colt without 
his help, as he always knew what to do and could do the right thing at 
the right time. Once I heard the folks of the time were going to 
butcher a vicious bull. Grandfather was to shoot the bull with a 
rifle. Of course, it was a single-shot muzzle loading rifle. He 
didn't make a good shot and the bull charged him after it was wounded. 
Grandpaw climbed the apple tree in a hurry and dropped the gun, the 
bull would charge, keeping Grandpaw up the tree, and defying everyone. 
Grandpaw said "Go get Willie. He will know what to do." Willie was 
working on another part of the farm. When he came, he picked up an 
ax, and walked out in the orchard where the bull was. The bull 
charged him, but he deftly stepped to one side and struck the bull 
with the ax as he came at him. After the bull was killed, he threw 
the ax down in disgust that no one would know what to do in such a 
case, and went back to his work. 


THE RICH FAMILY TREE

Dad, Everett Rich was born 24 Aug 1879 and died 3 Oct 1927.% Mom, 
Ethel Cara Stewart was born 22 Feb, 1334, died I Nav 1353. Both are 
buried on the family lat at Little Flock Cemetery, Shelburn, Indiana. 
Dad was born in a leg cabin in the orchard scuth of where we grew up. 
Grandfather Jacksen Rich had built a new house, I don't have the year, 
but Dad was 2 years old when his father William R. (Willie) Rich died 
and the three children that lived were in their alder teens, according 
ta a picture. 


Mam, Cara Ethel Stewart Rich was born in Vigo County, Terre 
Haute, Indiana. Her early childhood home was around Lewis, Ind. Her 
dad was a builder of homes, and (did) construction work. Her mother 
and dad were divorced when she was quite young, and she was shifted 
around. At one time she lived with her mother Lydia Hale Stewart's 
brother and wife, John à Allie Hale. Her mother remarried a William 
Mosier and they had a daughter Chloe Mosier - 7 years younger than 
Mom. Mem had an older brother William Wardie Stewart, whe died at age 


22 and was buried at Friendly Grove Cemetery, north af Lewis, Indiana. 


Most of the years the children of Everett and Cora Rich were 
being raised, they lived on the Rich farm across the road from the 
Jackson Hill #4 Mining Camp with Grandma "Cal" (Caroline Case Rich) 
and Grandma Betsy (Elizabeth Wall Case) until their deaths on 28 Dec 
1320 and May 1314, respectively. 


Between 1303 and 1310 we lived in a house south of the Mining 
camp which Dad built on a hill, and Mom kept boarders that worked in 
the mine. (George was born there in 1310, and Dad started to the 
Mildred School in Sept. 1303. The family then moved to the Chastain 
farm in the Palmer's Prairie church and Bailey School area, south af 
the Mildred Mining Camp. 


Mildred started to school at the Bailey School about 1 1/2 mi. 
east in Sept. 1311, but in the early summer of 1912 the family moved 
back to Jackson Hill #4 to live with the grandmother again. All of 
the children except George were born in that house. The kids all 
attended the school in Jackson Hill which was built on ground donated 
by cur father. A second smaller school was built on the same ground, 
until 1927 when they were then school-bussed to Sullivan to attend 
School. 


Prior ta this some of the school kids attended the school at Star 
City, due to having a very mean and strict school teacher, and our Dad 
worked with the School Board in Sullivan to get the kids bussed to 
Sullivan. Our Dad died one month after the busses were in operation. | 
Don and Mildred drove to Sullivan High School from 1920 - 1924 and 
Look riders with them.

I also found 
the marriages of Rhoda Christy to George Watkins, Barbara Lawson 
to James Baker, and two Cora Stewart marriages. | 


Copies from the W.P.A. indexes to Vigo county birth, 
death, and marriage records for the surnames Christy, Lawson, Stewart, 
and Walch/Welch are enclosed. 


It has been so long since I talked to you that I am having 
a hard time deciphering my notes. You asked about the Union Baptist 
Church. We do have a large ledger containing the records of the 
Union Baptist Church in Pierson township. However, it was written 
in 1876 and is in such bad condition that we can't make copies from 
it. The records are mostly those of church business and not records 
of births, deaths, or marriages. It is indexed, and Rhody Christy 
is mentioned on page 11. There are no Bakers or Lawsons in the index. 
The following Stewarts are mentioned: C. W., Cyrus, Emma, Hamilton, 
James, Matilda, Nancy, Sarah, Theodore, and Thomas. The following 
Welches appear in the index: Amanda, Anna, Daniel, Eleanor, Jane, 
Jesse, John, Landon, Levi, Louisa, Manerva, Margaret, Mary, Patience, 
Paul, Polly, Rebecca, Ruanna, Samuel, Sarah, and William. Some of 
those people are mentioned on many pages. If you have some specific 
first names we can let you know what information exists on those 
people. Quite often the men just signed the minutes as clerks or 
moderators of the meetings.

It was kind of you to send the clippings from the Boston 
Transcript too. When I lived in Boston the Transcript was my 
favorite evening paper, and I felt very badly a few years ago 
to read of its closing it doors---but I never read the genealogy 
column. I've copied the Baker data, though it is not my imme- 
diate family, it may have have stemmed from the first ancestor . 
who came to Pennsylvania in 1727 and spelled his name Bekker.

It is rather alarming to me to read what Mrs. Fernald 
says about the poor condition of the Census of 1860. The 
Census reports have aided me so much: If Miss Ann Foucher 
had not located Horatio in Vigo County, through the photostat 
copy of the U.S. Census of 1820, I'd probably have been years 
locating him, He lived there a short time and there is noth- 
ing outstanding about him, except his given name---his mother 
must have been a "Tory." I do hope the DAR or some other 
patriotic society becomes interested in preserving our Census 
records. I have a copy of the Census of Pennsylvania for 1790 
and, although the information is meagre, when I know the ap- 
proximate location, it has aided me in locating records I need, 


Before I wrote you I wrote the Clerk of Vigo County Court, 
asking for H.N. Baker's marriage and if possibly he had made 
& will before leaving for Texas. Miss Fee wrote me that 
neither document wae on file. So, since you have found the 
marriage license, perhaps sometime, there is no hurry, if you 
do not have to go up into the dusty attic: to do it, will you 
please look for a will for Horace; and more probably you can 
find one made by Lemuel Baker, which might tell the relation 
of the two families. I've done considerable "wondering" about 
Rachel Baker, as my Grandmother spoke of the "old Baker aunt" 
and told of her peculiar "Pennsylvania Dutch" ways.

Hello! | have received your more detailed letter of August 17th and think that | 
can help you because | seem to have found them in the indexes to different Indiana 
censuses. However, the children's ages and order of birth are not in the same order that 
you listed. 


In addition the 1880 Indiana Census Index lists Riley Welch not Walsh as you 
suggested. However, the wife's and children's names mostly agree with what you have. 


| also found a copy of the June 18, 1867 marriage license of James Baker and 
Barbara Lawson. The 1874 Atlas of Vigo County indicates one James Baker owned a 
farm in Sec. 4 and 5 of Riley Twp., which farm is across the road from Lost Creek Twp. 
However, | do not know if that James Baker was the same man you are inquiring about. 


Not far away at Mt. Pleasant Cemetery there is buried one Amos Baker (with 
wife F. Faye) 1904-1972 that | think is Dora May's older brother. Also there is a 
Freeman Baker (1877-1946) with wife Fannie Polina (1878-1938) who, | feel certain are 
ones you have inquired about. 


It is somewhat difficult to determine the exact library charge for sending you 
photocopies as postage can vary according to the weight of the copies we send.

I have been on vacation and am just getting 


to your letter of July 26. I will add your new Baker. 
information to the file. 


I am enclosing a research report listing the 
sources I checked for Joseph and Elizabeth (Ming) Baker. 
I did find the dates of their births and deaths but 
did not find the name of Joseph's father. There were 
too many Baker families in the area. However, there 
was only one Ming family living nearby. The 1830 census 
listed a Morris Ming in Parke county, which is just 
north of Vigo. A Vigo county history says that Morris 
Ming came to the Wabash Valley in 1818. I suspect that 
he was Elizabeth's father. 


We do not have the acutal birth certificates 
of George's children. Those are on file in the Vigo 
County Health Dept., 201 Cherry st., Terre Haute IN 
47807. If you would like copies of any other items 
on the research report, our charge is 10¢ per page 
(15¢ for census prints), plus postage.

I am 
hoping some day someone will open up the "Baker" or "Rich" file, and 
say "That's my family!" and send me lots of new information. (Okay, 
so call me an optimist!!» 


The records on the Civil Var opened up a new possibility for me 
to research. Since I have written you, I have gone one generation 
back to James’ father and I am including the information I have so far 
on that family. I still have much research to do, but perhaps you 
could look for any information you might have about the "missing 
pieces" from the group sheets I have enclosed. I would especially be 
interested in knowing when Joseph came to live in Vigo Co. and where 
in Kentucky he came from. Information on Joseph's father would be 
extra-nice. 


Meanwhile, I finally got a family relation to send me copies from 
the family bibles--would you be interested in having copies of those? 
My relative also sent some further information that may help me to 
locate the Walsh line--and apparently the name was spelled many 
different ways. Rilew, Relew, Riland M., & Richard are several of the 
versions as well as the version "Welsh" on the last name. (see 
enclosed? For now, her information shows that Riley died in Lost 
Creek Township, Vigo Co. Indiana, and that Rhoda's maiden name is 
Clark(e). 


I have not assimilated all of the Rich information into my files 
yet, but I'11 probably have some further questions you may be able to 
help with. I am also working with a lady in Shelburn, IN who has been 
very helpful in obtaining information from Sullivan for me.
